BLOWING UP OF A GUNPOWDER 
FAOTORY AT HEUNG SHAN. 

14 KULLED AnD 150 wotsoun 
On Bunday about tioon, the 18th inat., 
powder factory of Heung Shan 
City, exploded with great violence, killing 
14 people and wounting a lore wuwber. 
Tie powder factory and magazine are aie 
tuated on an ominence inside the Woat-gate 
of tha Oity and lying round it is a dense 
population, ‘The height of this hillock is 
perhaps 100 fest. Ats case withia or with- 
Tho 
roofs of hundrsds vf these houses aro more 
or lesa damaged. As to tho quantily of 
powder exploded it is hard to say, but 
judging by tho effects produced it must 
have heen considerable. With the execp- 
tion of a smal house at the entrance which 
is only partially destroyed the powder fac- 


autthe City is covered with houses. 


tory is w complete ruin, A largs numbor 
of the smaller guna from the City wall were 
thrown great distances, and the showor of 
cannon balls and brioks must have resem- 
bled a siege. Houses long distances from 
the seane of the explosion were struck, and 
tho pooplo are showing the halls or bricks 
which smashed their ravfe. It is hard to 
say the nurubor of people who were wound- 
ed. It inclades those in thy neighbouring 
housos and streets and is computed from 
150 to “200, In the factory iteclf there 
wera only some 1¢ people and these were 
instantly killed. ‘Throw af the bodies were 
blown into the air. Two of them fell into 
an open epace 200 odd feet distunt from 
the factory, anv body fell un the roof of o 
Buddhist monastery and breaking its way 
through the roof reached the ground. 

Tho bodies of the men killod are com- 
pletoly charred and presented a very sad 
appearance. They were laid out on a level 
piece of ground a little way below the 
factory side by aide with their coffins. On

tho: dead, The presence of a Buddhiat 
priest no doubt helped to comfort and assure 
the hearts of the bereaved as with tingling 
bell ‘and chanting strain he sent the souls 
of the dead asfely. on their last long 
journey.

AN INTERESTING CASH AT XOROHAMA. 


The Japan Moi of 14th inet. says s— 

The story of the attachment of the pro- 
erty of Mr A. M. Apear undor a wri- 
issued by o Fapanese Court is interesting 
and not unimportant, , The plaintiff in the 
auit, ont of which ‘these proosedings havo 
atlaon, is Inspector Quincey of the Bong: . 
kong Palico, ‘Some time ago, it is alleged, 
that gentleman loaned to Messrs Wim, and 
4.M. Apear, and Mr H, G. Shirszii, a 
quantity’ of Now Oriental’ Batik scrip 
valued at over $6,000, On the dea(h of 
William Apear, Inspector Quincey obtained 
in the Hongkong Supreme Court judgment 
in absence against the other Apear, for the 
whole value of ‘thi borrowed stock and 
costs. Mr Apcar boing now in Yokohama 
and being an Armenian born in Persia, and 
a subject of the latter’ (a non-trenty 
country), tho judgment of the Hongkong 
Court could not be anforced optinst him 


the jurisdiction of ‘the ¢ 
neceasaty precaution, sa0i i 
might dispose of bts property’and leave 
Japan ‘at any momaut. The motion was 
granted, aud intimation of tho fact was, 
conveyed to the U.S, Conan! General and 
the British Consul, the former’boing agked 
to apprise Mr Kildoyle, ownvr of the house 
ocoupiod on the Bla by Mr Apcar, and. 
the latter to communicate with the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai and New Orivntal 
Banke, in order that any funds héld to the 
cradit of tha defendant shoulda not be paid 
away. Tho intimations requested wor 
duly given, and about or soon sftor six. 
the same evening, Friday, the bniliff 
of the Court proceeded to the ‘resid- 
ence of Mr Apcar, He showed Mr Apcar 
the writ and formajly intimeted thas 
unless the amount claimed wan depo 
sited in. Court his property must be acized, 
‘Mr Apesr, it ia stated, said thet ba bad no 
objection to the seizure of his personal pro- 
erty, but explained that nearly all the 
arniture was the property of his wife, wha, 
he contended, was, and had always beon 
treated as,o Britich subject. Asked to point 
out the property which he admitted to. be 
his. he anid his clothing comprised. nearly 
the whole. His attention was directed to 
his watch and chain, the bailiff offering to 
let him retain the formor if its removal 
would inconvenience him—an ofier. which 
the subject of these procerdings declinad to 
avail himself ofsand waiving his claim to a 
tew cents which Mr Apoar had in his pook- 
ot. The watch and chain were thetefora 
locked up in a wardrobe with the clothing, 
and tho official seal of tho bailiff ofixed 
with the usual formalities, ‘Dir Apoar 
tried to find Me Lowder to consult with 
him, but failed, and eventually .tho- 
bailiff consented to postpone the saizura 
of the property atated to be M's. Ap 
cat’s on condition that men should bo per- 
mitted to romain and watch, Mr Apcar 
agreed to this and the ‘bailiff departed, 
Next morhiug/ Mr Apest, hoving- obtail 
the assistance of Mr Lowder, proceeded to 
tho Japanese Court and mob Mr Mosujima, 
Attempts wore mado to arrange moans’ by 
way of substitute for the.-precaution of 
temporary attachment, but Mr, Musujima 
declined to sooopt the namo offorod og 
guarantor that the property should not be 
removed, and the negotiations fell through. 
Monowhile, the bailiff had gone to No. 70, 
Mr Apear's office, and duly attached ali the 
property which it contained. Hjs next 
step was to similarly deal with the contents 
of the godown behind the oflice, but here 
ho found himeclf checked; the godown 
was locked. After some trouble it was 
found that the key had been removed by 
employés of tha Orierital Bank and the 
seal of the’ Bank affixed to the door 
of the godown, Tho bailiff finding that 
ho could, not gain entrance, put bis seal 
also on the door. Japanese. law does 
not, in the absence of a special oxdor from 
a Court, permit the seizure ‘af praperty on 
Sundays, or holidays, or in the night-time. 
Bat ia this cose a special order had: bean’ 
mado. With thie’ as his safeguard, then, 
the bailiff returned to the godawn oa 
Sunday morning to resume bis labours, 
Ho found the door’ of -the ‘godown’ atill 
locked, and the buitdisg guarded ax before 
by Chinese oa behalf of tho Bank. ‘The | 
offivial demanded the key from the guanis, 
and at length requested them “to ‘bring. 5, 
oterk of tho Bank, . About toda’ otie of the, 
clerits came, To him ‘the bailiff Yepeated’ 
his demand for, the key, Tho Bank's 
representative declined to produce it, The 
bailiff, his forces now strengthened by the 
presenoe of a leeksmitti, said that if the 
koy was not given up he ‘nist breal open, 
the door, Hoe tras warned that ho should’ 
do so at bis own risk, and the ‘clerk left 
the spot The door-was now broken open, 
which fact was daly notified to the “Bynk 
official, and he returned, accompanted this 
time by Mr Litchfield, “Tho latter formal: 
protested against’ tho action’ of the. bail 
Mr Masnjima also came: on the scone ‘toon’ 
after, and an arrangement was urrivad at, 
each party pledging himaolf not to remove 
the goods without informing the other of. 
his intention, .The contents of the godown 
were then.inventoried, a process which ex- 
tended into Monday,—ia the forenoon of 
which day the. key :of the: godown was 
banded over by the Bank—and doly attaoh- 
ed.
